“Kevin Had Passion ... “ 


Dave Bossert Fondly Recalls the Memory of Kevin Sirois 
I first met Kevin Sirois a few years ago while teaching a class on EFX ani- 
mation in Santa Monica. There were about fifteen or so students in that 
class. All of them had talent in varying degrees. But there was something 
about Kevin that made him stand out. It was detectable by the sparkle in 
his eye and in his attitude. He had that burning desire to be not only an 
artist, but a Disney artist. Kevin wanted this more than anything. Kevin 
had passion. 

Life had thrown Kevin a lot of curve balls, but he never let that get him 
down, nor did he talk about it. He never once complained or wanted sym- 
pathy. He just realized that he had to work that much harder to reach his 
goal. And he did. He took home extra inbetween exercises and worked on 
them at night and on 
weekends. He 
earned his opportu- 
nity to be a trainee 
here at Feature 
Animation. 

Although Kevin 
progressed a bit 
slower than some, I 
believed in him. I 
knew that he would 
breakthrough to 
greatness, it was only 
a matter of time. He 
once said to me that 
he wanted to be the 
best FX inbetweener at Disney. Last year, Kevin was promoted to FX inbe- 
tweener. Several more senior artists started requesting Kevin to work on 
their scenes. He worked very closely with Ted Kierscey on “Firebird” 
“Beethoven's Fifth’ and “Human Again” Even after his promotion he con- 
tinued to work on personal tests on his own time. Over the past several 
months Kevin was hitting his stride as an inbetweener. 

I was extremely proud to have Kevin as a part of the Fantasia 2000 FX 
team. Kevin embodied those qualities that make a Disney artist. He had 
talent, he was passionate about his work and he was always a consummate 
professional. Kevin was on the cusp of greatness. 

On Monday January 11th, Kevin Sirois passed away at the age of 35. 
He had fought diabetes, and all the complications that come with that dis- 
ease, for more than half his life. He had fought a good fight, but ultimate- 
ly succumbed to the disease. The service was held on Saturday January 
16th and was well attended. It was a celebration of Kevin's life. After the 
service, Kevin was laid to rest beside his father. Kevin Sirois will be great- 
ly missed.

He was beginning to be in a great 
deal of pain and slipping in and out 
of consciousness. Then | remem- 
bered the ER Doc's words, “give the 
hysterical victim something to do and 
quick!" 

| looked over at the shaken 
bystander and told him | needed his 
help and right now. | told the bicycle 
victim to hold the man's hand and to 
Squeeze it every time he felt pain 
instead of moving his head or body 
and to keep talking to him. It worked 
like a charm -- the shaken bystander 
calmed down immediately and 
became actually very helpful in 
allowing me to completely focus on 
keeping the victim's neck immobilized 
and the victim was able to lay still 
while focusing on transferring his 
discomfort to the bystander's hand. 

The paramedics arrived and indi- 
cated for me to keep going with the 
intervention | had begun while they 
made their assessments. All in the 
space of about 30 minutes, | had 
ended up using almost all of the 
things | had learned in both the First 
Aid and Triage courses | had taken at 
Disney. 

Not bad | thought ... the courses 
have always been very interesting 
and informative, but | now have an 
even greater respect for their abilities 
to work in a disaster ... both big and 
small.
